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Agawam voters boost Republican wins 


Town backs Baker, Humason, Boldyga; Casino repeal, gas tax both defeated locally, statewide

In a relatively good year for 
Massachusetts Republicans, Aga- 
wam voters backed the GOP by 
a wide margin, helping re-elect 
state Sen. Donald Humason and 
state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, and 
delivering key votes to Gov.-elect 


Charlie Baker. 

Baker, the second-time candi- 
date who won a close gubernato- 
rial election by just 2 percentage 
points — about 40,000 votes out of 
more than 2 million cast statewide 
— garnered a much larger margin 
at the top of the ballot in Agawam. 
He polled 5,778 votes in town, 
about 56 percent, against Demo- 


cratic candidate Martha Coakley’s 
3,148. In addition to winning the 
town as a whole, Baker won each 
individual precinct. 

Because of the presence of three 
independent candidates for gover- 
nor, Baker failed to win a majority 
of the votes cast statewide, end- 
ing up with about 48.5 percent to 
Coakley’s 46.6 percent, according 


to The Boston Globe. 

One of those candidates, Evan 
Falchuk of the United Independent 
Party, garnered 837 votes (8 per- 
cent) in Agawam, easily outpacing 
the other two independents. Fal- 
chuk did better in several towns of 
greater Springfield than he did in 
the state as a whole, where he fin- 
ished with 3.3 percent of the vote. 


Agawam reached the same re- 
sult as the statewide vote on the 
four ballot questions: Yes-No-No- 
Yes. 

On the repeal of the law that 
would automatically raise gas 
taxes with the Consumer Price 
Index, Agawam voted “no,” 5,480 
to 4,457, a slightly wider margin

‘Express’ Y opens in plaza

Kirk Smith will tell you that the YMCA 
is much more than a pool and a basketball 
court. 

It’s “the values of the YMCA, which truly 
is family, good morals and a sense of com- 
munity,” said Smith, the president and CEO 
of the YMCA of Greater Springfield at an 
Oct. 30 ribbon-cutting event. 

That — along with fitness, wellness and 
community programs in a former retail space 
in Agawam Towne Square — is what will 
sustain Agawam’s first YMCA in more than 
four decades. The Agawam YMCA Wellness 
and Program Family Center, at 63 Spring- 
field St., doesn’t have a gym or a pool. It’s 
believed to be the first of its kind in New 
England. Smith, who was a YMCA leader in 
the South before taking the reins of Western 
Massachusetts’ largest network of YMCAs, 
said the idea of a “YMCA Express” has been 
successful in that part of the country. 

“Tt makes the Y affordable, because pools 
and gyms are the biggest cost,” Smith said. 

If the Agawam family center proves to be 
a success, Smith said, the YMCA would con- 
sider building a full-service Y in town. He es- 
timated that a full YMCA would need at least 
3,000 members. At the end of October, a little 
more than a month after its “soft opening,” 
the Agawam Y had more than 500 members. 

“The best way to support the Y is to join 
the Y,” said Smith. 

In the meantime, the Agawam Y will part- 
ner with local public schools to offer swim- 
ming and gym time to its members. This 
continues the town’s existing partnership 
with the Greater Springfield YMCA, which 
already helps with the town’s recreational

sports leagues and provides lifeguards for 
Perry Lane Park. 

Mayor Richard Cohen called last week’s 
ceremony the culmination of “a lot of hard 
work for a lot of years.” 

“Today is a truly proud, momentous oc- 
casion for our community,’ Cohen said. “A 
YMCA in your community says you have 
arrived, you care about education, wellness 
and family values in your community.” 

Cohen said he hadn’t been much involved 
in the YMCA since his young days, when he 
went to Y camp, but “really fell in love” with 
the concept of bringing a YMCA to Agawam. 

Charlie Alvanos, who chairs the Agawam 
Y’s Advisory Board, and was, along with

Student talks with veterans filed in Library of Congress

When Sarah Kamukala, an Ad- 
vanced Placement history student 
at Agawam High School, learned 
she was going to have to complete 
another big project before the end 
of the school year, she was just 
ready to be done. 

Little did she know the simple 
stories coming from a veteran of 
the United States military was 
going to have such a big impact, 
and that Kamukala and 16 others 
students would have their names, 
voices, and work etched in history. 

On Oct. 28, AP U.S. History 
teacher Mary Bonavita gave a pre- 
sentation to the Agawam School 
Committee. At the meeting, she 


detailed the living history project 
her class participated in, and an- 
nounced that 17 of the 19 inter- 
views conducted with veterans had 
been accepted by the Library of 
Congress in Washington, D.C. 

Those interviews will now be on 
file and will be accessible to any- 
one in the country who wants to 
learn more about the veterans that 
have served the country, protected 
freedom, and made a difference 
somewhere in the world. 

Bonavita explained the AP his- 
tory class is a very intensive full- 
year course aimed at ambitious and 
advanced students. They receive 
college credit for taking the course. 
In early May, students in the class 
are required to take the AP exam, 
which is what students must pass to 
gain college credit for the course. It

When you hear their 
stories and learn what they went 
through first-hand, it makes such a 
bigger impact.” 

Bonavita introduced the project 
in April.

It could be a while before Partners Res- 
taurant is open for business again, but the 
owners of the longtime Agawam business are 
now looking to find a temporary location in 
the area for their employees and customers. 

Partners owners Mark and Sue Tansey say 
they are exploring Agawam and surround- 
ing towns to find a temporary space to locate 
their breakfast eatery. Sue Tansey says the 
task is very difficult. 

“We cannot relocate to just any place,” she 
said. “We need a place that can fit our needs 
with electrical and gas utilities. We need a lot 
of that to be able to operate all of our equip- 
ment.” 

The restaurant’s former location at 485 
Springfield St., the site of a Sept. 5 fire, will

be razed soon and the landlord of the building 
is planning to rebuild the restaurant using the 
same foundation. Tansey says rebuilding the 
restaurant was more cost effective than clean- 
ing up the damage and doing repairs. 

“What I have learned is electric smoke is 
very caustic and it led to a lot of bad damage 
to the floor and the building,” said Tansey. “It 
made more sense for the landlord to rebuild.” 

The Tanseys have been working to clean 
out whatever they can salvage from the res- 
taurant. The fire occurred in the basement of 
the building, but the smoke damage devastat- 
ed a lot of the dining room, including ruining 
some priceless decorations and photographs. 

“We have sponsored a lot of local sports 
teams in the past,” said Tansey. “We are going 
to attempt to clean them, but some of them 
may be ruined.” 

The offices and computers were also a total

loss downstairs, though a filing cabinet may 
have survived. The Tanseys are trying to get 
everything moved out as soon as possible so 
the building can be demolished and then re- 
stored. 

When the fire occurred on Sept. 5, the Tan- 
seys believed they would be out of business 
for about three to six months. With the an- 
nouncement the building will be completely 
rebuilt, Tansey says it could be much longer. 
She did say there is no question they will be 
back. 

“No matter where we relocate temporarily, 
we will come back to this location in Aga- 
wam,” said Tansey. 

As of press time, Tansey says they have 
had a few possibilities for restaurant reloca- 
tion, but nothing has worked out yet. She says 
reopening the eatery is important for the cus- 
tomers.

“Our customers have been very supportive 
of us,” said Tansey. “They keep calling offer- 
ing to help and ask us when we are reopening. 
We would like to find a temporary location 
sO We can give our customers what they want 
and get our staff back to work.” 

Tansey says the restaurant has been very 
popular with the elderly population in town. 

“We get a lot of people who will just come 
and look for a place to have some coffee and 
socialize,” said Tansey. 

The Tanseys were fortunate to work with 
Six Flags New England to keep their catering 
business going following the fire. Six Flags 
has closed for the winter and the Tanseys are 
still catering. They moved into First Baptist 
Church this week. 

The Sept. 5 fire was ruled an electrical fire 
by the state fire marshal’s office, which con- 
ducted the final investigation.

WESTFIELD — In what was a very 
interesting evening throughout the politi- 
cal landscape, it was a very quick night of 
sweating for state Sen. Donald Humason, R- 
Westfield, who was declared a winner in his 
attempt for a full term as the state senator in 
the 2nd Hampden and Hampshire District. 

Humason defeated Holyoke Police officer 
Patrick Leahy, his Democratic challenger, in 
Tuesday’s election. 

The two engaged in a very spirited cam- 
paign against one another. Leahy ran on a 
platform contending that Humason was un- 
derrepresenting the district. 

The two engaged in nine debates. Both 
candidates agreed the number of debates 
was a positive experience and was eventu- 
ally how voters made their decision. 

“T don’t think there was a race in the entire 
state that went through nine debates,” said 
Humason. “The voters in our district certain- 
ly had many opportunities to get to know us 
and what we stand for.” 

Humason garnered 27,802 votes while 
Leahy received 21,268. 

Leahy said he conceded the race at 8:27 
p.m. on Tuesday night, saying he had volun- 
teers out at every polling location throughout 
the 11-town and city district that stretches 
from Tolland up to Easthampton. 

Specific numbers were not available by 
press time, but Humason said he declared vic-

tories in Southwick, Westfield and Agawam. 
He also captured many of the hilltowns, in- 
cluding Granville, Tolland and Montgomery. 
Leahy said his vote counters got victories in 
Holyoke and Easthampton, but the margin 
of victory in Westfield and Agawam was not 
enough for Leahy to overcome. 

Speaking on Tuesday night, Humason said 
he had not seen all the numbers, but hoped 
he gained votes compared to last year in the 
Democratic-voting cities of Easthampton 
and Holyoke. 

“I may not have won in either of those 
places, but I would like to have seen where 
I ‘moved the ball’ down the field in those 
places,” said Humason. 

Humason said it has been a pleasure to 
serve the residents in his larger district dur- 
ing the past year. 

“T was used to serving just one community 
in Westfield for a long time,” said Humason. 
“T have been really enjoying getting to know 
the people and their needs in the other com- 
munities I serve now. I am going to continue 
learn more about them and serve them the 
best way I can in the state senate.” 

Humason says he will continue to outline 
his goals by listening to the needs of his lo- 
cal boards of selectmen, mayors, and city 
councilors. He does not have a specific agen- 
da, but say she will look at local aid to cities 
and towns and additional education funding 
as he starts a full two-year term in the senate. 

Leahy congratulat- 
ed Humason on his victory. 
“T tip my hat to Don,” said Leahy. “He ran 
a great campaign. He debated me very well

and I feel bad that I let down so many vol- 
unteers and donors that had put their trust in 
me.” 

Leahy did not say what his future political 
plans were at this time. 

Humason thanked all of his volunteers 
for their hard work. He says they have not 


stopped since last year. 
“We had two elections in a year,” said Hu- 
mason. “There really was no resting for us.” 
Humason defeated Holyoke Democrat 
David Bartley in a special election last year 
to win the seat vacated by former Sen. Mi- 
chael Knapik.

SOUTHWICK — Surrounded by family 
and supporters, Nicholas Boldyga hardly 
saw a moment’s worry after the polls closed 
Tuesday. 

The Republican state representative cov- 
ering Agawam, Granville, Russell and his 
hometown of Southwick cruised to victory 
in the 3rd Hampden District race against 
Sam DiSanti, D-Agawam, winning 68 per- 
cent of the vote. 

First the Southwick results were an- 
nounced to a small gathering at Roma Res- 
taurant on College Highway, a two-to-one 
margin, then a similar result in Agawam. He 
thanked his supporters, chatted with report- 
ers and eventually packed his toddlers into 
the car for his wife to take home. He spent 
the rest of the night following the fortunes of 
fellow Republicans on television. 

With a news ticker in the background giv- 
ing updates on the close Charlie Baker and 


Scott Brown races, Boldyga said more than 
once that he was “very humbled” by the mar- 
gin of victory and level of trust voters have 
shown in him. 

“T think it means a lot to be trusted by your 
neighbors to go to Boston,” he said. “I’m a 
member of the community. I take this job se- 
riously. It’s a full-time job.” 

Boldyga said he felt “jobs and the econo- 
my” were on the minds of voters who elect- 
ed to return him to Beacon Hill for another 
two-year term. 

“Things are getting more expensive and 
people are bringing less of a paycheck 
home,” Boldyga said. 

He said his immediate priorities in the 
state House would be reducing regulations 
on business to spur job growth, ensuring that 
military veterans are given priority in hiring, 
and supporting measures to reduce the cost 
of higher education. 

DiSanti was not available for comment 
Wednesday morning.

What we can 


learn from 
veterans 


Ceasefire finally came at the 1 1th hour of 
the 11th day of the 11th month of 1918, the 
end of the “War to End All Wars.” 

Now, almost a hundred years later, we 
remember this day as Veterans Day, a cel- 
ebration every Nov. 11 of the courageous 
men and women who fought to keep Amer- 
ica free and independent. 

Unfortunately, World War I was not the 
end of all wars. The peace of 1918 con- 
tained within it the seeds of World War II, 
a conflict that saw even more Americans 
shipped to Europe — and elsewhere — to 
bleed and sacrifice to protect democracy. 

The warriors of World War II are old 
men and old women, now. They are dy- 
ing at a rate of more than 500 a day. Their 
stories are quickly passing from the realm 
of memory into the pages of history. That’s 
part of why the work being done by Mary 
Bonavita’s AP History class is so inspiring. 
By recording interviews with veterans, and 
archiving them in the Library of Congress, 
these Agawam High School students are 
keeping an essential chapter of American 
history alive forever, always accessible to 
historians and descendants. 

But there’s another way in which the 
story lives on. 

The student-interviewers don’t need a 
camera or a microphone, a computer or a 
Washington, D.C., archive to keep local 
veterans’ stories alive for decades to come. 
Memories may die, but a story, when told, 
can live within the listener. And these stu- 
dents will carry their interviewees’ stories 
with them for all their lives. 

From our veterans we learn to respect 
sacrifice. We learn to understand our pres- 
ent. We learn to, hopefully, never repeat the 
mistakes that lead to war among nations. 

Like the diplomats of 1918, the Allied 
leaders of the 1940s left unfinished busi- 
ness that sent our nation to war again. 
Agreements and concessions made in the 
fight against Nazism laid the foundation for 
the Iron Curtain divide and four decades 
of Cold War that followed — including 
the Korea and Vietnam conflicts. America 
continued to produce war veterans. Those 
from Korea were too often forgotten in 
the turbulent decades that followed. Those 
from Vietnam were too often scorned for 
their association with a politically unpopu- 
lar war. 

History repeats itself again. The compro- 
mises of the Cold War gave rise to a new 
set of rivals and enemies, the Middle East- 
ern despot and the terrorist. We now have 
two generations of veterans from wars in 
Iraq, along with veterans of Afghanistan 
and the numerous peacekeeping missions 
America has led since the Berlin Wall fell. 

Someday these generations of soldiers, 
sailors, airmen and Marines will reach their 
80s and 90s. Hopefully their stories will be 
recorded by the young people of the next 
few decades. Hopefully our realization of 
their sacrifice, and our understanding of 
why they took up arms, will make the next 
ceasefire — sometime in our lifetimes — 
the peace that truly ends all wars.

Turkey Dinner Casserole 


Last Thanksgiving, I gave you a light salad rec- 
ipe including leftover turkey. But today 
I’m back to one of my favorite comfort 
recipes. Although this recipe calls for the 
stuffing to be made from a mix (which is 
how I always cheat when making stuff- 
ing), you can substitute about one cup of 
your own homemade turkey stuffing for 
the first three ingredients. 

Remember that my recipes serve only 
two, so if you need to double the serv- 
ing amount, use a 9-inch tol0-inch pie 
plate. If you need to triple the recipe, try 
a 9-inch by 13-inch casserole dish and if 
you have more leftover turkey and veg- 
gies and not quite enough stuffing, do not press the 
stuffing up the sides of the baking dish. Just press 
it into the bottom of the dish. You will need to in-

crease the baking time when doubling or tripling. 
I use a soufflé dish since no one has 
manufactured a pie plate for just two 
servings. 

I like carrots and peas in this dish, 
but if your Thanksgiving leftover veg- 
gies don’t include these, other vegeta- 
bles will work fine. Corn, green beans, 
or zucchini would be good choices. 
The poultry seasoning may be omitted 
but I find that it gives the dish an extra 
earthy homemade taste. I have sub- 
stituted thyme or sage for the poultry 
seasoning if none can be found in my 
pantry. If you prefer, cream of chicken 
soup is available in both low fat and low sodium 
prefer.

Kindergarten students at James Clark 
School got a first-hand look at the way Fire 
Department equipment operates last Thurs- 
day afternoon when Fire Education Officer 
Pam Murphy visited the school. 

Murphy spends time each year interacting 
with students at all levels. Her favorite time 
is with the younger children. She is able to 
get them to take in a lot of information. 

“Tt is unbelievable how much information 
a young child can absorb,” said Murphy. 

Murphy focuses a lot of time with students 
in pre-school, kindergarten, and first grade. 
With the kindergarten students, she likes to 
bring the fire apparatus out to the school. 

With the apparatus right there at the 
school, the children are able to look at all 
the different equipment, and even sample a 
couple of things. 

Firefighters volunteered some time to let 
the students sit in the fire engine, get in the 
bucket for the ladder truck, and the most fun 
part, shoot some water out at a “fire.” 

“The kids usually enjoy getting to play 
with the hose the most,” said Murphy. “It 
gives them a chance to do one of these things 
they see the firefighters do.” 

Murphy also spends some time talking 
with the children, giving them information 
about what happens if they catch on fire, as 
well as educating them about escape plans. 

“T start teaching the kids at a very young 
age that they need to have an escape plan at 
their house,” said Murphy. “Not a lot of kids 
have that, and they can take that information 
home to their parents.” 

Kindergarten teacher Kim Rizzo says the

1/3 C. boiling water 

1 tsp. cooking oil 

1 C. chicken flavor stuffing mix 

1/2 can (about 1/2 C.) condensed cream of 
chicken soup 

1/4 C. milk (or half & half) 

Pinch of poultry seasoning 

5 oz. diced, cooked turkey meat 

1/3 C. cooked, diced carrots

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Agawam voters boost Republican wins in governor, senator, representative races

than the statewide 52.9 percent to 47.1 per- 
cent. 

Town voters rejected a bid to expand the 
bottle deposit law to cover non-carbonated 
drinks, 8,682 to 1,511, again with a wider 
margin than the statewide result, 73.4 per- 
cent to 26.6 percent. 

Agawam joined most of its neighbors in 
greater Springfield, and a majority across 
the state, in voting “no” on a repeal of the 
state’s casino gambling law, which likely 
would have shuttered the MGM Grand casi- 
no planned for Springfield. In Agawam, the 
vote was 6,163 “no” and 4,046 “yes.” The 
only town in Hampden County that voted 
“yes” in favor of repeal was Longmeadow. 
Statewide, the casino repeal failed with 60.1 
percent “no” and 39.9 percent “yes.” 

Local voters backed a law mandating that 
businesses provide paid sick leave to em- 
ployees, 5,463 to 4,620, a closer margin than 


Massachusetts as a whole, which backed the 
measure 59.5 percent to 40.5 percent. 

Both local representatives on Beacon Hill 
won big on Tuesday, aided by strong show- 
ings in Agawam. State Sen. Donald Huma- 
son, R-Westfield, won all eight precincts of 
Agawam for a total of 6,064 votes to 3,676 
for challenger Patrick Leahy, D-Holyoke. 
Across the district, Humason beat Leahy 
27,802 to 21,268. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-South- 
wick, also won every precinct and defeated 
Sam DiSanti, D-Agawam, 6,200 to 3,532 in 
the local count and 9,398 to 4,449 district- 
wide. 

The town also supported two Republicans 
who fell short of defeating their Democratic 
opponents. 

For state treasurer, Agawam backed Mi- 
chael James Heffernan, R-Wellesley, 4,717 
to 4,292, but Deborah Goldberg, D-Brook- 
line, captured the seat by a 55.1 percent to 
40.8 percent margin. 


John Miller, R-Winchester, beat Attorney 
General-elect Maura Healey, D-Boston, by 
nine votes in the closest race on the Aga- 
wam tally, 4,809 to 4,800. Healey won 61.7 
percent to 38.3 percent, statewide. 

Agawam only voted for Democrats when 
they were unopposed or incumbents. For the 
contested seats — U.S. Senate, secretary of 
state and auditor — the margin of victory 
for the incumbent Democrat was smaller in 
Agawam than statewide. 

U.S. Sen. Edward Markey, D-Malden, 
won 4,933 to 4,722 over Brian Herr, R- 
Hopkinton, in local polling, though the race 
statewide was never that close, with Markey 
prevailing 62 percent to 38 percent. 

Secretary of State William Galvin, D- 
Boston, won 5,630 to 3,690 over David 
D’Arcangelo, R-Malden, though Galvin 
won the statewide race with 67.5 percent of 
the vote to D’ Arcangelo’s 29 percent. 

Auditor Suzanne Bump, D-Great Bar- 
rington, won 4,784 to 4,241 over Patricia St. 


Aubin, R-Norfolk, despite a statewide mar- 
gin of 57.8 percent to 38.1 percent. 

In the one other contested race on the bal- 
lot, Agawam backed Suzanne Seguin, an 
independent candidate from Westfield, for 
Hampden register of probate, with 5,389 
votes to 3,858 for Gale Candaras, D-Wil- 
braham. In the countywide vote, Seguin 
beat Candaras narrowly, 62,500 to 62,222. 

The Green-Rainbow Party fielded can- 
didates for secretary of state, treasurer and 
auditor. None polled higher than 380 votes 
in Agawam. 

Elected with no opposition were U.S. 
Rep. Richard Neal, District Attorney An- 
thony Gulluni and Governor’s Councilor 
Michael Albano, all Democrats. 

In all, 10,304 Agawam voters participated 
in Tuesday’s vote, roughly 48 percent of the 
town’s registered voters, according to the 
town clerk’s office.

his wife Susan, a key donor to the project, 
echoed Cohen’s and Smith’s words.

Park from the Springfield YMCA, about 40 
years ago.

dents in the class were invited to find friends 
or relatives. Those that did not have a friend 
or relative were connected with a veteran at 
the Holyoke Soldiers Home. 

Teresa Graziano learned from her inter- 
view that veterans often were in other parts of 
the country. And while they did not go to war, 
they did important things. She also learned 
that service men and women may not have 
agreed with everything they were asked to 
do, but followed their commanding officers 
and defended the country. 

Graziano completed an interview with 
Robert Murphy, a veteran of the Cuban Mis- 
sile Crisis. 

“He was stationed on one of the ships that 
was a blockade during the missile crisis,” 
said Graziano. “During the interview, he ac- 
tually told me that many of the men he was 
stationed with did not agree with why they 
were there.” 

Graziano was surprised at how honest 
Murphy was, but was appreciative that he 
was still willing to defend the country regard- 
less of how he felt about the conflict he was 
involved with. 

“He still fought for us,” said Graziano. “It 
was amazing to hear that story.” 

Kamukala, now a senior, interviewed Eu- 
gene Fitzhenry. 

Fitzhenry was a veteran during the Cold 
War, and was stationed in Europe. During 
the conflict between Russia and Germany, 
Fitzhenry boarded planes and did airlifts 
into Germany, dropping food and supplies to 
needy people. 

Kamukala learned that while major con- 
flicts such as World War II, Vietnam and Iraq 
have more notoriety, Fitzhenry was doing 
something just as important. 

“He was out there risking his life just to 
help feed people,’ said Kamukala. “He was 
out there making a difference for these peo- 
ple.” 


Kamukala says completing the  in- 
terview and being recorded in the Li- 
brary of Congress was not a _ big 
deal after learning Fitzhenry’s _ story. 
“IT do not feel like I am that special,’ said 
Kamukala. “These veterans made the real 
difference. And the best part was that he 
(Fitzhenry) was really nonchalant about his 
contributions.” 

After completing the videotaped inter- 
views, the students had to complete a full 
transcription verbatim of the entire interview. 
Both Kamukula and Graziano said it took al- 
most two weeks worth of classes to transcribe. 
“Tt was really tedious to make sure the entire 
interview was exactly transcribed,” said Gra- 
ziano. “Even the silences and the one-word 
answers had to be in there for it to be includ- 
ed in the library.” 

Bonavita said the efforts of the students 
were phenomenal and she was happy to see 
so many of the projects included in the Li- 
brary of Congress. 

“The library is constantly looking for more 
interviews with veterans,’ said Bonavita. 
“This is certainly a project I would like to 
keep doing. It’s a great way for these students 
to learn living history and make a real contri- 
bution to our country by telling their stories.” 

Richard Girard, director of veterans ser- 
vices, said he was very happy to see the stu- 
dents showing respect and appreciation to the 
veterans. He gave a quote often attributed to 
George Washington, that the “willingness in 
which our young people are likely to serve in 
the military, no matter how justified, shall be 
directly proportional to how they perceive the 
veterans of earlier wars are treated and appre- 
ciated by their nation.” 

Girard is filled with pride that Agawam 
students are showing appreciation to area 
veterans by completing the interviews. 

“Tt’s great to see and it is amazing they 
had 17 of those interviews accepted by the 
Library of Congress,” said Girard.

Agawam did not have a perfect 
regular season like last year, but 
their big victory last Friday night 
against Chicopee Comprehensive 
brought home the Suburban Con- 
ference championship, Agawam’s 
second since being inserted in the 
league during realignment last 
year. 

There were a lot of variables in 
the power rankings points system 


used to determine the top four teams 
that are heading to the tournament. 
But in the end, the victory over 
Comp helped them avoid a second 
straight game against the Colts. 
This, combined with a win by 
South Hadley, results in a rematch 
with the Tigers tomorrow night. 

Agawam and South Had- 
ley do not have a lot of history 
with each other until the past 
two years. Both of those games 
have gone Agawam’s_ way. 
Agawam went to South Hadley for 
a regular season game last year. 
The two teams engaged in a very 
high-scoring affair, with Agawam 
picking up the one-touchdown vic- 
tory. 

This season, Agawam, which 
went perfect last year in the first 
part of the season, was brought 


down to earth this year, entering 
a conference matchup against the 
Tigers at 4-2. Both teams were 
looking toward finishing the regu- 
lar season with not only a playoff 
berth, but the Suburban Confer- 
ence title. 

Agawam dealt the Tigers a huge 
blow by downing South Hadley 
35-0, in a game that was domi- 
nated by Agawam’s defense and 
special teams, both of which kept 
South Hadley off the scoreboard. 

Agawam won the right to play 
at home again against the Tigers. 
Agawam will need to be on top 
of their running game, which has 
been emerging slowly during the 
past few weeks. 

The Brownies are led by Gio 
Russo, who has been taking the

Dustin overcomes injuries to win PVIAC meet

AGAWAM - Megan Dustin has 
never completed a full high school 
cross country season, fighting inju- 
ries throughout the first three years 
of her high school career. 

Dustin won her first Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic 
Conference championship meet on 
Saturday at Stanley Park in West- 
field. 

The senior harrier did compete 
at the PVIAC meet once before. 
She placed 21st in her freshman 
year. 

This time around, she finished a 
full 22 seconds ahead of the sec- 
ond place finisher. 


Dustin completed the race de- 
spite contending with injuries in 
her legs, the same injuries that 
have been plaguing her through- 
out her high school career. But her 
coach and doctor are helping her 
manage them and she says that 
she will compete on Saturday at 
Northfield Mountain for the West- 
ern Massachusetts championship. 

It will be Dustin’s first time 
competing at the Western Mass. 
meet. 

“T am really looking forward 
to competing this Saturday,” said 
Dustin. “It is going to be a tough 
test. Northfield is a really tough 
course.” 

Dustin has competed in all of 
Agawam’s meets this season, but 
has been very limited in practices 
since mid-September, she said. 


“T started hurting early in Sep- 
tember,” said Dustin. “My shins 
were really bothering me.” 

Since then, Dustin has been lim- 
iting her practices and participat- 
ing in meets. It has not slowed her 
down any. She has shattered the 
record at her home course at Rob- 
inson State Park and has five victo- 
ries this season for the Brownies. 

Dustin recently underwent an 
MRI to find out how much damage 
there is. She disclosed the injuries 
she is dealing with. 

“Right now, I have two stress 
fractures in my left tibia,’ said 
Dustin. “I may have another stress 
fracture in my right tibia.” 

Despite the fractures, she is able 
to run, but limits her running to an

Berkshire, Hampden banks to merge 


Two local banks serving the Agawam area, 
Berkshire Bank and Hampden Bank, will 
merge next year. 

Pittsfield-based Berkshire Hills Bancorp 
Inc. and Springfield-based Hampden Bancorp 
Inc., the parent companies of the two banks, 
announced Nov. 4 that they have signed a de- 
finitive merger agreement under which Berk- 
shire will acquire Hampden in an all-stock 
transaction valued at approximately $109 mil- 
lion. 

In a news release, the banks said the merger 
“is expected to create efficiencies, strategic 
growth and market share benefits for the con- 
solidated operations of the two banks.” 

Asked whether the merger would mean 
consolidation and closure of local branches, 
Ali O’Rourke, vice president and investor re- 
lations officer for Berkshire Bank, noted that 
the merger is not expected to take effect until 
the second quarter of 2015. 

“Tt’s still very early in the process and no de- 
cisions have been made,” O’ Rourke said. ““We 
will be evaluating these things over the next 
several months. Both Berkshire and Hampden 
have an established presence in the Pioneer 
Valley and customers of both banks will en- 
joy the benefits and convenience of additional 
branches in the region when the merger closes. 

Berkshire Bank operates a branch in Feeding 
Hills at 1359 Springfield St., part of a network 
of 11 locations in greater Springfield, which 
include one in Southwick, one in Springfield 
and several in Westfield. Berkshire reports 
$627 million in deposits in this area. Berkshire 
Bank has a total of approximately $6.4 billion 
in assets and 91 full-service branch offices in 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New York and 


Vermont. 

Hampden Bank, established in 1852, has 10 
branches in greater Springfield, including one 
at 820 Suffield St., Agawam, and locations in 
Longmeadow, Springfield and West Spring- 
field. The bank reported $508 million in net 
loans and $490 million in deposits as of Sept. 
30. 

“This in-market partnership will create a 
strong platform for serving our combined cus- 
tomers, while producing attractive returns for 
both our existing shareholders and the new 
shareholders from Hampden joining us in this 
transaction,” said Michael Daly, president and 
CEO of Berkshire. “We will move into the top 
5 position in deposit market share and plan to 
use this opportunity to further capitalize on 
our strong product set and culture of customer 
engagement. This merger complements our 
expansion initiatives in Central Massachusetts 
and Hartford, a combined market area that is 
the second largest in New England.” 

Glenn Welch, president and CEO of Hamp- 
den, said both banks “‘share rich histories, con- 
sistent core values and a strong commitment 
to customers and communities. ... We are de- 
lighted to be joining the Berkshire franchise.” 

The definitive agreement has been approved 
by the unanimous votes of the boards of direc- 
tors of both companies. Consummation of the 
agreement is subject to the approval of Hamp- 
den’s shareholders, as well as state and federal 
regulatory agencies. 

Two Hampden directors will be appointed 
to Berkshire’s board of directors and Welch 
will join Berkshire as regional president for 
the Pioneer Valley and Connecticut.
